tempted U> taka Kano, thy murderer, from 
the Sheriff. The mob was repulsed. 
Two masked matt entered tbs store of S. 
Marks, at Contention, A. T , Friday even­ 
ing, and, covering the ccccpv.ts of the stora 
with revolvere, rooted the safe of §2,300 and 
a gold watch. The robbers escaped. 
The dwelling-house of W. R. Burroughs, at 
North Bloomfield, Nevada county, was de­ 
strove! Friday, together with rnoBt of the 
furniture it contained. 
The fire resulted 
from a defective flue. 
The leas ia between 
§600 and §700. 
William Brown snd Frat cifco Aviila were 
instantly killed at the Almadén mines Satur­ 
day ; the car in which they were riding up 
the grsdo broke loose from the train and de­ 
scended the grade at great speed, throwing 
both the occupants out cf tho car. 
_ At a late hour Frid-iy night J. H. Garden­ 
ing. aged 70 yearr, a prominent farmer, died 
at bis home at Cometa Station, on the Oak­ 
dale Railroad, in San Joaquin county, of 
apoplexy. 
Ties deceased was father-in-law 
of Harbor Commissioner A. C. PaulseU. 
L. Chance, a young man, while intoxicated 
got into a quarrel with a man named Bur- 
burg, at Astoria, Or., and was stabbed in 
the breast. The irjarles are very dangerous. 
The row took place in Hill’s Varit-tks, a low, 
disreputable resort. Burburg is iu custody. 
At a Chilliwack church, says a dispatch 
from Victoria, B. C., lest Sunday, a prayer 
for rain was resd.

The County Clerk has submitted his re­ 
port of the expenees of that office for June

The Immigration Association reports the 
arrival of 936 immigrants for the past 
week, and 24,655 for the six months ended 
June 30th, apportioned as follows : Janu­ 
ary, 1,579; February, 1,607; March, 3,695; 
April, 7,061 ; May, 6,344 ; June, 6,069. 
Their agents, both in the East and in 
Europe, send very encouraging reports as 
to the prospects of a largo immigration 
daring the fall months.

The second is a specimen of the 
wild boar from the park of Champagne, 
France, and the third is the wild boar ef 
Texas, the most sleoder-limbed and moat 
compact-bodied of all the hog race.

fourth specimen 
is that of 
the wart 
hog, a native of Abvasinia, 
Though cov­ 
ered scantily with hair, it revels in the 
possession of a mane and tufts on the cats 
and a set of side whiskers. 
Its tusks are 
curiously developed, those of the upper 
jaw turning short upwards and being mot 
on their outer side by the inside surface of 
the lower pair.

A SLARV3L0UCLY STRANGE CASS. 
Our readers have of course read with 
interest the atrange dispatches of tho past 
few days regarding a remarkable tria) in 
Hungary, where a band of Jews were put 
at the bar tor their lives, charged with the 
murder of a young girl to secure 
her blood in order to make PaBsover cakes. 
The records of the dark ages contain noth­ 
ing mere grossly superstitious. Such a 
proceeding as has been reported seems like 
an importation of old-time intolerance, 
bate and bigotry into the biaza of this 
century to serve as an illustration of how 
cruel and unjust man can be to man. The 
story is a most pitiful one, and shows us 
very painfully how much behind the age 
the country is where such things arc pos­ 
sible. At the samo time it serves, hy way 
of contrast, to teach us how blest we are 
in a land where such a trial would be an 
impossibility. 
In the town of Nyiregyhaza, Hungary, the 
trial has been proceeding. In a village not 
far distant, in April, 1882, Esther, a servant 
girl, a Christian, was sent on an errand by 
her ruistres3 to a village a little way dis­ 
tant. She never returned home, but her 
sister reported that she met her coming 
back. A month later the story went out 
that the Jews bad killed her. The preju­ 
dice against the Jews in that section is ran­ 
corous and beyond our comprehension here 
Finally a Jewish boy, Moritz Scharf, con­ 
fessed that he eaw his people kill the girl. 
He was put iu close confinement, and soon 
told this story : That the day the girl dis­ 
appeared bis father, eeeing her pass, or­ 
dered the boy to call her in, and he did 
so ; that the Jews, from there, induced 
her to go ;o the synagogue, Iu a little 
while Moritz heard cries in [the Temple, 
and, going to It, looked through the key. 
hole of the locked door, and saw the men 
cutting Esther’s throat and catching her 
blood in a basin. Her saw her die, and 
saw the men clothe the body. He ran home 
and told fcis parents, but they silenced him. 
A younger brother of this witness, aged 5, 
related that he eaw the sacrifice also, and 
his story was thut their father, himself 
and the boy Moritz all took part in it, and 
that the two boys held basins to catch the 
blood. This was the testimony at the 
preliminary examination. In June, 1SS2, 
a girl’s brdy clothed in Esther’s raiment 
was found in the river near by, but the 
body showed no signs of violence what­ 
ever. The mother of the girl did not rec­ 
ognize it as that of Esther, but others 
deposed that it was her body. A commis­ 
sion ef doctors said it was the body of one 
aged 19; but a commission of University 
Professors found it to be the body of a girl 
of 11. Now Either, it was agreed, was 
aged 14. Soon after some raftsmen on the 
river confessed that people, apparently 
Jews, gavo them a body, dressed ea was 
this, and bribed them to attach it to their 
raft on the 11th of June. They were to 
keep it so attached several days, and thee 
pretend they had found it. All this they 
did. About two weeks ago tho trial of 
the acaueed Jews began. Their protesta­ 
tions of innocence were remarkably vehe­ 
ment and pitiful. Tr.e mother of the girl 
was permitted to testify that the Jews 
had killed the child, for "G od had so 
enlightened her.” The trial proceeded, 
notwithstanding the proiecntion had no 
proof positive that the girl was dead, save 
the story of the two boys against their 
own parent*. The older boy, aged 14, re­ 
peated his story as if he had learned it 
under a severe tutor. His eyes were 
downcast, his voioe low. Against the 
anathemas of his father and mother in the 
dock be replied only, “ I hate Judaism ; I 
want to be a Christian.” He said that if 
he did not tell tho truth he would 
be imprisoned 
for life, and if he 
told the truth tho M inistry of the 
Interior wonld care for him. Ho refused 
to speak in German, his naMve tongue, but 
spoke Hungarian, at which the crowd man • 
ifested its pleasure. On cross-examination 
he was silent on points on which he should 
have been ready. He declared it was a 
dogma of the Jewish religion that they 
m ast storifim Christian children, for “ the 
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cal experts declared that to be im­ 
possible. 
Some women testified that 
they 
heard 
cries 
in 
the temple, 
but they disagreed as to the hour widely. 
Finally the raftsmen, late dispatches tell 
us, admitted that their coufesBion was 
wrung from them by torture. They were 
“ stuffed ” with water, made to gaze on the 
eun, dragged by the hair, shown the gal­ 
lows, had splinters thrust under the nails, 
threatened with death, etc. 
It devel­ 
ops that the committing magistrate 
is a fanatic, and rabidly Jew-hating, but 
religiously a devoted Catholic, and he has 
been most urgent in procuring witnesses 
for the conviction of the Jews. The pub­ 
lic prosecutor has become convinced that 
the charge, trial and testimony is a part of 
a religious fanatical scheme to kill off a 
band of Jews and frighten all others from 
the land, and that bribes, torture and fear 
have wrung the purported confessions from 
the witnesses. 
A more horrible plot 
than this deliberate attem pt to have inno­ 
cent men and women beheaded, and all for 
the cause of religion, it is scarce to 
recall. That civilized priests or the mem­ 
bership of any religion of any denomina­ 
tion can be found in this century, so far 
sunk in blind superstition, and so maddened 
by blind intolerance as to urge on a 
trial as this has been, by torture, intimi­ 
dation and the tutoring of witnesses to tes­ 
tify falsely against those of their own 
family, passes comprehension and makes 
the indignant blood boil iu the veins of 
decent men. It remains to be seen if the 
Austro-Hungarian Government will dare 
to follow np its threat to trace this great 
infamy to its fountain-head and punish the 
offenders. We do not believe it for a mo­ 
ment. The Government stands in fear of 
the Church, and heaven indeed may be in­ 
voked to come to the aid of justice in such 
cases. 
AN ILLOGICAL OBJECTION, 
The Journal of Freedom of San Fran­ 
cisco is much exercised over the high 
iicec&e movement. The chief objection to 
it, in its view, is that it runs out the poor 
rum-seller and erects a monopoly for the 
rich liquor-seller. 
Thero is no point to 
that argument. 
A monopoly is an ex­ 
clusive privilege, and high license excludes 
none of necessity, and secures no one in an 
exclusive privilege. But, if it were true, 
it would not weigh against tho arguments 
for high license. Where there is such a 
multiplicity of raloons as to be dispropor­ 
tionate to population, a measure that 
brings the nnmber within reason, so far 
from being a monopoly, is simply one to 
afford a fair dealer protection against the 
hordo of retailers of poison, and broader 
opportunities to conduct a decent business. 
All the talk about excluding the poor man 
from selling rum by license laws that call for 
a higher fee than generally prevails, is rub­ 
bish. In ninety nino cases out of every 
hundred, the poor seller of liquois is also 
the seller of poor liquors, to check which 
shnuld be the desire of all who claim to 
sell good liquors. Also, in the same num­ 
ber of cases the proportion prevails as to 
disreputable placee, where vico in its low­ 
est form breeds as in a hot bed. But, aside 
from these considerations, high license is a 
misnomer for just tax. It is not high li­ 
cense to require the liquor traffic to bear a 
decent share of governmental expenses. 
It, more than any other bneinsss, demands 
the special care of the local authorities, 
and there is no dealer who is fair-minded 
who will pretend to deny it. It is not be­ 
cause the business portion of a town has in 
it more stores, more warehouses, or more 
shops, that greater police surveillance is 
necessary, but because houses of enter- 
tainmcnt at 
night, br 
in day, in­ 
vito more people to convivial prac­ 
tices, with 
the 
undeniable 
result 
of greater disturbance of the peace, 
High license, as we have said, simply de­ 
mands the just taxation of a business as 
contradistinguished from the notorious 
undcr-taxation that now prevails. If, asa 
result, some cannot conduct the business, 
that is no more than may be said of many 
other vocations which men cannot follow 
for want of sufficient capital to conduct 
them legitimately and decently. In short, 
high license means bstter order, better 
communites, fairer distribution of the har­ 
dens of local government, and protection 
to the men who sell liquor, bat do not 
keep miserable dives and death-dealing 
man-traps—the very clans the Journal of 
Freedom pretends to represent, and in 
v;hose behalf it as-umes to aim a shaft at 
the advocates of high license, who are tak­ 
ing so prominent a position in the nation 
ju.-t now, that it may well alarm the 
keepers of dives, and the manufacturers 
who supply them with the means to 
poison. 
Ir is to be hope! that the Trustees will concur 
with the local Board cf Health relative to the con­ 
struction of cesspools under the supervision of the 
Health Officer and Board of Health. One object is 
to require cesspools to be properly constructed and 
properly ventilated. Surely ho one can object to 
ibis, since the highest purpose is sought to be at­ 
tained—the health of the people. Take the case of 
the cesspool at the Capitol. It has no ventilating 
pipe, and all the noxious gases enter the building, 
and recently people who havo been compelled to re­ 
main In the structure several hours have been made 
very sick by the noxious vapors. There is uo earthly 
reason to be advanced why every citizen should not 
be required, within a qivan period, to attach to the 
p.pe leading from his house-drain to the cesspool of 
his dwelling a small exterior pipe leading into the 
upper air. As the vases xvili take the direction of 
the least resistance, they will pass out of this flue 
'■id not euter the dwelling. What will still more 
insure it is to also require a lower aperture to be 
made for the entry of fresh air into the pit, and 
thus a constant draught will be maintained and 
vaoor poisoninj become all but impossible in a 
dwelling thus protected, and which protection can 
bo sfforded at a trifling cost. 
Tub Yreka Journal is of the opinion that ad the 
effervescence in the camp of the Democracy about 
the railroad question is “ talk,” and has for it3 par 
pose the elevation of George Hearst to the position 
of Ucited States Senator. Terry, it holds, is to 
cxeit liis influence for Hearst, and that there is a 
bargain to that end. The Democratic bosses ecu* 
tend that the ends justify the means, aod the in­ 
ference is that tho Democrats wilt do toward the 
railroads just what will prove most available ia se­ 
curing voter. Hence the division on the freight and 
fare and Commissioner question, to gaia the support 
both cf railroai and anti-railroad mom It calls at­ 
tention to the fact that this figuring looks to secur­ 
ing a Democratic indorsement of the four cent a 
mile rate, a rate a Republican Commissioner pre­ 
viously pr.-posed, but could not secure the Demo­ 
cratic vote to enforce. The Journal has no fai'h in 
the unselfishness of the antirailroad Democratic 
crusade. 
b the city of Berlin the staff of a newspaper has 
been tried for levying blackmail, and convictions 
had. The offenders have been sent to prison for 
t - ran varying from one to six years. These men, 
through the means of their paper, obtained large 
sums from their victims. If certain papers in Cali­ 
fornia we could name, and notably one of the me­ 
tropolis, should be prosecuted in like manner there 
would be a fine opportunity to justly apply pun­ 
ishment quite as severe—and it would te deserved. 
Tub movement on tho part of the Democracy to 
resuscitate the old ticket of 1S76—Tilden and 
Hendricks—is gaining ground, ai:d we shall net be 
surprised at all to see it succeed. The party ¡3 so 
barren of material that it maj have to violate all 
the traditions and take np a beaten ticket, in de­ 
fault of the impossibility of making a new one. 
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DOMESTIC. 
Crook's Apache Can>palgn--The story of a 
Texas Senator. 
D allas (Texas), Jaly 15tb.—State Sen­ 
ator livrrett Gibbs, of Dallas, returned last 
night from an extended trip to Mexico, la 
an interview ha said he was surprised at 
what he saw and heard concerning ti-e late 
campaign in the southweit. He went into 
the valleys and country which were lately 
overrun by the Apaches, and visited the 
scenes of General Crook’s iate exploits. He 
says that resident* of these valleys laugh at 
the newspaper accounts of the captures 
made by General Crook. 
They say 
that instead of Crook capturing fight­ 
ing Indians, they captured him. 
He 
did take in a few old Indianx and 
pquawe, aud started out of the mountains. 
The bucks, about eighty in number, followed, 
overtook and sant in a messenger, who asked 
tor a powwow. This was granted, and the 
warriors came Id, and in the boldest manner 
told General Crock that he would be allowed 
to leave on condition that ho would promise 
to get th9 Government to permit them to.re­ 
turn to the reservation without punishment. 
This he promised, because he could not help 
himseli. Itasidents of the valleys say 
that the mountain Apaches who were 
guides with General Crook, during the pow­ 
wow divided their ammunition with the hos­ 
tiles. The latter told General Crook that 
some of their men were without horses, 
and that as soon as they could go down 
into the Mexican settlements and get 
their 
horses, they would follow him 
into tho reservation. 
They did this, 
killing several Mexicans on their way. The 
valley folks say that the White Mountain 
Apaches were openly-in communication wi*h 
the hostiles, and would never fight them. As 
an illustration of the friendship between the 
two, one of the White Mountain Apaches 
appeared among the soldiers with the watch 
of Judge McComas, who had been killed by 
the hostiles. Being interrogated as to wheie 
ho obtained the watch, he said he got it from 
a squaw. A son of the Judge had to pay 
$50 for the watch, Crook not daring to dis­ 
turb the friecdiy relations with the White 
Mountain Apaches by making him give it 
up. Senator Gibbs says this is only a sample 
of the volumes of unwritten history of the 
late campaign that could be furui-hed, and 
that the public has been imposed upon. 
Denis S.carncy Receives Proper Treat­ 
ment in hew Tork. 
New Y ork, July 15th.—The announce 
meut that Denis Kearney would be present 
this afternoon at the meeting of the Central 
Labor Union drew a larger number than 
usual of delegates and outsiders to Clarendon 
Hall. Before the meeting began Kearney 
harrangued tbe crowd from the outer steps 
until ths proprietorof the hotel ordered him to 
stop. When his name svaa announced within 
the hall, upon a notice to give him the 
privilege of tbe floor, the uproar and confu­ 
sion began. "W hat labor organization does 
he represent?” "W here did he get money 
to i-ame here ? ’ was called out. His friends 
yelled hack. “ Who is the father of the 
Chinese Act?” At length the motion was 
lost by 38 to 12, and Kearney Btrode out, 
denouncing the membsia of Labor Unions S3 
blaihsrskites and dirty loiters. 
Some of 
Kearney’s admirers hired another room iu the 
hotel, and there Kearney made a speech de­ 
nouncing Labor Unions, announcing himself 
a Workingman, as a protectionist, advocating 
higher railroad freight and passenger rates, 
claiming that this would l;sd to higher 
wages for employes of railway companies and 
abusing c irporations. lie finally announced 
that he will call an open-mr meeting for 
Thursday night ia Union Squaro. 
Political Gossip, 
CmcAGO, July 15th. — A special from 
Washington says : President Arthur says, 
in regard to his proposed Western trip, that 
he can get all the society he wants during the 
winter, and that ho can learn more by a trip 
to the West than l e could by an indefinite 
number of eeasons at Newport or Long 
Branch. There is no longer any doubt that 
two citizens of New York are Presidential 
candates—Chester A. Arthur and Samuel J. 
Tilden. There are a good many outward in- 
dicatious that General Arthur h-.s decided to 
submit himself as a candidate to the Repub­ 
lican National Convention. This ia no longer 
a surmise. Arthur has not authorized any 
one to make such an announcement, but he 
begins to talk it to those with whom he is 
most intimate, and is formiug plans which 
have unquestionably in view a broader ac- 
qusiDtance with the people. To prominent 
Uepublievud from different parts of the 
country who have talked with him within 
two weeks, ho has created an imprefsionthat 
he ia iu the field. Ilia New York fiiendB no 
longer make any concealmant of the fact. 
His recent move men: a in New York politics 
can sil be ex; 1 iced better upon the theory of 
his candidacy than on any other hypathesis. 
The details of the trip which he is now ar­ 
ranging will tend to show the same thing. 
Tlie I'lilrngo Meeting of Telegraphers. 
Chicago, July 156b.—Between four and 
five hundred members cf the local Brother­ 
hood of Telegraphers met this af’ernoon in 
secret session. A deputation of local news­ 
paper reporters was received with cheere, and 
after a lew minutes for conversation, were 
allowed to retire and the doors were closed 
f gain. Nothing official cm be obtained, but 
the following is understood to be the chief 
mattem of interest: It is announced that 
the Brotbethood would demand an increase 
of 15 per cent, in wages, eight hours for day 
work, seven hours for night work. The de­ 
mand ia in the hands of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the Brotherhood, to be presented to 
tho company in New Yoik at noon Monday, 
and the answer looked for within forty-eight- 
hours, under penalty of a general strike from 
Maine to California. 
A resolution wts 
pa: sed that no compromise would be made. 
It is announced that of 22,000 operators in 
tho country, 
15,000 are members of 
the Order, and- that the number ia 
being 
rapidly 
increased. 
Chicago 
Chapter alone added 75 within the past two 
weeks, and now numbers over 700. It is 
rtato-d that moat of those not members of the 
Brotherhood are in sympathy with the move­ 
ment. The operators eay openly that they 
have been getting ready for somo time, sav­ 
ing money, with a view to tbe pending 
emergency, and that they have prospered, 
and will have, in addition, the assistance ot 
the Knights of Labor. A general striko 
Wednesday noon is looked for. A new order 
issued by the Western Union to-day, modify­ 
ing that of a few days ago, provides that ex­ 
tra work be computed at the rate of 20 days 
for a month, instead of 30, and places all em­ 
ployes on the regular roll. This order, bene­ 
fits the extra men, but does not afftct the 
regular men. 
The Prosecution of Architect Hill. 
C hicago, .July 15th,—A special from Wash­ 
ington says : The parties who ere engineering 
tho prosecution of Supervising Architect 
Hill do not expect to get a report adverse to 
him from the committee making the investi­ 
gation. They admit that the evidence against 
him is net direct, and that wherever too 
much money Eoems to have been spent, it is 
eaey for Bill to make it appear, at tbe worst, 
thot it was nothing more than an error of 
judgment. The case against Hill resembles 
somewhat the care against Brady. Hill, as 
Brady, was an officer clothed necessarily with 
Certain discretionary powers, and to convict 
him it is necessary not only to expucge his 
acts, but also to prove corrupt motives. 
Mrs. Langtry Again.

THE KSIQHTS OF L4B0S MEETING. 


E ds. R eco rd -U n io s : I find in the San 
Francisco Es.aminer of Ju ly 12;h the follow­ 
ing dispatch: 
Sacramento, July 10th.—The m eeting held here 
last night was one ot very peculiar significance. 
* 
* 
* 
It was well understood that a concerted 
attem pt would be made to disrupt or capture the 
meeting. 
The attem pt was made, and persistently, 
to the e n d ; but the coolness, firmneis and caustic 
wit of the speaker, P. S. Homey, foiled every at­ 
tem pt and turned it back upon the enemy. " D ie 
disturbance was led by three persons, who should 
be made better known to the workingmen of this 
city In discussing the m atter of wages, the speaker 
asked if there was a mechanic in the audience whose 
average yearly wages was $>0 per m onth, as vouched 
for by the railroad hirelings. 
Hundreds of railroad 
employes were present, but none answered. 
At 
last a man hesitatingly averred th at his average 
wage was 893 per month, then another, aud finally 
a third. 
Mr. Dorney asked their names, and the 
crowd answered derisively, “ Pat Preodergaat, Tom 
McCormick aud Joseph Jenkins.” The mendacity 
of these persons being well known to their shop- 
mates in the assemblage, created considerable m erri­ 
m ent and confusion. Ire n Jergas t is a rough moider, 
Jenkins a superannuated attache of the machine 
shop, and McCormick a yard laborer. 
Really, it would not m erit a reply, but as a 
newspaper article containing more deliberate 
lies than any other that I have seen in the 
same space, I have concluded to answer it, if 
you will spare the space in your columne. 
The meeting was called by P . S. Dorney, 
who was chief engineer and orator cf the 
meeting. 
I t was supposed to '09 held under 
the auspices of tho “ K nights of Labor,” 
whoever they may be. 
I t would be useless 
to rohashM r. Dorney’s harangue, which was, 
according to his feeble ability, but a tirade 
of abuse of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
D aring the course of his address, speaking 
ot Mr. Jabcz Turner, hs said tb at the hire­ 
lings of the railroad said that there were me­ 
chanics in the employ of the company who 
received on an average as much as, or more 
than, §90 per month.

Dorney then raid th at if thare was an 
employe of tha railroad company who re­ 
ceived on an average §90 or more per month, 
without working o r or-timo, ho would like to 
have him say eo, addÍDg, “ I do not mean the 
forei.-en, who are nut ¡I19 henchmen of the 
company, b at the working mechanics.” As 
the question was asked, and an answer re­ 
quested, the w riter of this answered, “ Mr. 
Dorney, I receive §90 per month or mere oa 
an average without working over hours, and 
am not a foreman.” 
Mr. Dorney asked, 
“ W hat is your name ? ’ 
I answered by giv­ 
ing my namo in fuli. 
H e replied, “ You had 
better get another glass of beer.” 
Another 
man mad-3 the same statem ent as myself, and 
then a third. This somewhat discoucorted the 
orator, who had to refer constantly to his 
written speech. 
A fter telling me to get another p'as? of 
beer, he had a wordy quarrel for .a couple of 
minutes with M r, Prendergsst, in which he 
cslied the latter a damn liar, and in this con­ 
sisted the whole of the “ caustic wit ” of ihe 
speaker. 
The principal part of his wit con­ 
sisted in calling Mr. l ’rendergast an offensive 
nani", while the speaker was on Lie platform 
and Mr. P . on the ground, otherwise M r. P. 
would have tied him iu a bow-knot.

It is said that the lumber 
business of Maine and Michigan will ulti­ 
mately be transferred to Florida 
and 
Louisiana. 
A great pine belt stretches 
across Southern Georgia and Alabama to 
the rivers th at flow into Mobile Bay. The 
pins forests of Georgia alone cover an area 
of about 11,500,000 acres. 
There are im­ 
mense tracts of cottonwoods along the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. The cotton­ 
wood tree reaches tho hight of 70 feet, and 
plaok3 from lour to s;x feet wide are easily 
cut from it. It is perfectly free from knots 
and pitch.—[Exchange. 


KEBRSCHAOM 
AND 
AMBER. 


A FORTY-FOUR TON STATUS. 
BUSINESS GASES 


The world buys its meerschaum at Vi­ 
enna. 
The crnue material is a sort of clay, 
of delicate texture and very white color, 
which is formed by the sediment of sea 
foam. 
It is fished from the water close to 
tbe shore, and is generally found in lumps 
varying iu quantities from the B>za of an 
egg to that ot a liatf-buahel measure. Small 
pieces are sometimes found ashore, where 
they have been washed by the waves. 
It 
is caught and raised by a sort of dredge, 
and is soft, pliable and pulpy. 
It goes at 
once to the drcssing-shcps, where the im­ 
perfections are clipped off, and after drying 
the piece is polished smooth. 
I t is then 
packed in boxes, about as large again as a 
peach crate, and placed upon the market. 
Each case contains 100 pounds, and is 
worth from S100 to §200, according to the 
size of the pieces, the largest ones com­ 
manding the premium, because they are 
generally of a better quality and make lets 
waste in the manufacture. 
We endeavor 
not to disturb the original toxture any more 
than is necessary, bo that tue larger a piece 
is, the less paring there is to be done, be­ 
cause several pipes can be taken from one 
block. 
The material, as it comes from Vienna, 
is sent to the manufactory and placed in 
cold water. 
In the course of a few hours 
it becomes soft, resuming its primitive 
condition, and is about as pliable as Boap. 
Tho cutters then take it, dissect the blocks, 
and w ith their.thin-bladed knives cut out 
the pip s, and if the design is fancy, carve 
the imitations. 
The green pipe is then 
placed in an oven, where currents of warm 
air flow freely, and it is thoroughly dried, 
resuming before it is taken out the hard 
condition in which we receive it. 
The 
cutting is very difficult work, and no 
Americans have ever been able to become 
adepts at it. 
After the green pipe is hardened it goes 
to tho dressers, who remove the false 
mouthpiece, used to keep the pipe from 
shrinking while in the oven, and smooth 
the surface with a eort of sandpaper known 
to the trade as “ sohachtelhain.” 
The 
polishers, who are generally girls, take the 
pipes, cover them with melted beeswax, 
and rub them with 
eoft flannel until 
the surface shines. 
The stems are then 
placed in position, each being made for a 
particular pipe. 
Tne eaee-makers take the 
measure and make the cases in which the 
pipes are presented to the public. 
It gen­ 
erally requires about a week to make a 
pipe, because the processes of softening 
and hardening are dangerous if they are 
hastily conducted. 
Im itation meerBchaum pipes are made of 
the shavings of the good pipe3 and mixed 
with plaster of paris and other such sub- 
Etances, makiug a pliable compound that 
ia taken through the same process as the 
genuine material. 
You can distinguish 
the genuine from the imitation by its 
texture and color, the latter having a yel­ 
lowish hue and a moro solid appearance. 
I t cannot be colored a3 prettily as the 
genuine, because the process of pulping 
which it passes through in mixing closes 
the natural pores and kills the substance. 
The manufacture of amber stems is an art 
in which even more skill is required than 
ia making meerschaum ware. 
Amber is a 
product of the Prussian coast, and is pro­ 
cured from the same source, and by the 
same methods aB meerschaum, although in 
much less quantities. 
I t is carved while 
it is soft, and dried gradually. The polish­ 
ing is done by immersing the dressed ware 
into a liquid mixture of alcohol and bees­ 
wax, and rubbing with soft flannel until it 
glisten?, 
Until a short time ago it was necessary 
in getting a curved piece of amber to cut 
it out of a block, but there are a few men 
who can bend it 
They hold the straight 
piece over a heated jet until it beginB to 
soften. 
They cannot let it out of their 
fingers, and the heat is such that it would 
be impossible to retain it in one position, 
so that they must bend it while fumbling 
it, and have to do it very quickly. 
They 
have no opportunity to measure or survey, 
even by their eyesight, the curves, so that 
they mast be so skillful that they can tell 
by the weight of the goods at the various 
angles when the bends are completed.— 
[Chicago News.

The anbjeot is the “ Missis­ 
sippi R iver,” a large recumbent statue, not 
unlike in treatm ent to the “ N ile ’’ group 
in Rome. 
The figure is represented lean­ 
ing against a cluster of rooks whence 
aprings the source o? the Father of W aters, 
while as a support to the other arm is a 
broken paddle-wheel caught in a enag, a 
not uncommon sight on th at 
mighty 
river. 
A t the base are represented in 
basB-rrlief the various objects character­ 
istic 
of 
the 
stream 
during its 
long 
course, stern-wheeler and 
eide-whceler, 
sugar-cane and crocodile, and its mineral 
w ealth. in the representation of a lead 
mine, while negroes are seen loading and 
unloading bales of cotton and tobacco and 
the sugar-cane ; crystals, too, are not for­ 
gotten while the giant right foot rests on a 
ledge of limestone, and in the right band 
stalks of tb at product of the Mississippi 
valley, Indian corn, aro held, one mature, 
the other in the shock, 
A wreath com­ 
posed of tobacco and cotton crowns tho 
head of the colossus, while a fishing net is 
carelessly thrown across the base. 
The 
plinth er pedestal is twelve feet in length, 
and the weight of the marble no less zhan 
forty-four tons. 
This is to be presented to 
the city of New York by Mr. Elliott F. 
Shepard, a New York lawyor, a eon-in-law 
of tV. H. Vanderbilt.—[Roman News.
